Amongst the visitors now in 
by, who arrived from Great Bear lake 
on August 3ist Mr. Hornby has been 
a resident of the far north since 1908, 
when he went in 4s 4 member a 
hunting and prospecting party which 
included C. D. Melville and Jas. Mc- 
Kinley In the intervening years he 
acquired an intimate knowledge 
natural conditions, the animal 
life and the people of Arctic Canada 
that is exceeded by few, if any. He 
has lived with the Slavy and Dog Rib 
Indians of Great Bear lake and with 
the Msquimaux of Coronation gulf and 
the Coppermine river. He accompa- 
nied the expedition sent out by the 
Consolidated Copper company of Art 
zona to examine the copper deposits 
on the Coppermine river in 1911. He 
lived for the winter of 1912-13 with 
Rev. Fathers Rouvier and Laroux who 
were murdered by Esquimaux in the 
winter of 1913-14. 

In 1914 he came out to Edmonton 
lfe heard of the desolation of war at 
House river on the way up the Atha- 
basca On reaching Edmonton he 
turned {n his collection of Esquimaux 
curios and other specimens to the Al- 
berta university and enlisted for over 
seas service in the 19th Alberta Dra 
roons He served on the west front 
until 1916, when he was wounded and 
discharged He returned to Canada 
and again went north to Great Rear 
lake, having In mind an exploratory 
trip through the Barren Grounds to 
Churchill to study and photograph the 
caribou and musk ox But an accl- 
dent disabled him in the winter of 
17-18 and in the winter of 18-19 his 
supplies were not sufficient for the 
trip Therefore he came out this 
summer to make new plans

The proposal encouraged by 
the local Board of Trade, ts to have 
lthe lands reclaimed, withdrawn from 
homestead entry by the Dominion De- 
partment of the Interior, and turned 
over to the provinchal authorities at 
Edmonton for sale on a similar plan 
as was done in the case of the swamp 
lands in Manitoba 

The effect of the recwmation amd 
settlement of the at present fdle area 
of 2.000 square miles of muskeg, will 
be to further the business and indus- 
trial development, not only of Edson, 
but Edmonton and northern Alberta, 
For similarly it may be planned to de- 
velop for profitable agricultural pro- 
duction the swamp lands in other 
parts of northern Alberta, euch es near 
Lesser Slave Lake and other areas of 
muskegs in the north country 

When the muskegs ere drained they 
can be made to grow rank crops of 
forage and fodder plants for the ever 
increasing herds and flocks of live 
stock. The fertile soil 
supply of moisture are very satisfying 
features Money spent on drainage 
will have a double effect both present 
and future on the business of the dis-
